1 . RIGHT-WING MPS AT BLACKPOOL CONSERVATIVE PARTY CON- 
FERENCE INTRODUCED RESOLUTION OCTOBER llALLING EOR AN 
END TO RHODESIAN SANCTIONS AND UK RECOGNITION OF INDE- 
PENDENT RHODESIA. AETER SPIRITED DEEENSE OF GOVERN- 
MENT'S RHODESIA POLICY BY FONSEC SIR ALEC DOUGLAS-HOME, 
DELEGATES VOTED OVERWHELMINGLY BY SHOW OF HANDS TO 
DEFEAT MOTION EOR ADOPTION. SIR ALEC WAS GIVEN A 
STANDING OVATION FOLLOWING THE VOTE. 

2. IN HIS REMARKS SIR ALEC SAID, "IF WE DROP SANCTIONS

3. SIR ALEC STRUCK A HOPEFUL NOTE BY CALLING ATTENTION 
TO THE FACT THAT FOR THE FIRST TIME MR. SMITH AND BISHOP 
MUZOREWA HAD MET AND WERE TALKING. BUT HE ALSO SAID 
THAT HE COULD NOT SAY THAT THE DAY WOULD NOT COME WHEN 
BRITAIN WOULD HAVE TO GO TO THE UNITED NATIONS AND SAY
